death toll was 10.1 per cent 
(453 deaths) higher than 
the total of 4489 in 1976. 
Craig said the 1977 figure 
was the highest since 1972, 
when 4996 deaths were re- 
corded. — 

The mileage death rate 
last year was 3.2 per 100 
million miles of travel. 
This was the fourth con- 
secutive year the rate held 
at 3.2. Vehicle mileage was 
estimated at 153.6 billion, 
up from 142.2 billion in 
1976. 

There were 693 motorcy- 
cle accident victims last 
year, up from 606, and 899 

edestrian fatalities, up 
rom 822. There was a de- 
crease in bicycle deaths 
with 78 last year compared 
to 94 the previous year. 

Craig said the number of 
fatal traffic accidents in 
1977 was 4443, compared to 
3980 in 1976. A total of 
284,079 persons was injured 
in 193,270 accidents last 
year.

Simmons, one of the few 
police chiefs in the state 
who is elected and who 
comes up for re-election 
ond gine next month, re- 
fused to obey council or- 
ders in January, 1977, to 
discontinue using a PSE 
that had been donated by 
citizens to the Albany 
police in late 1976. The 
council voted 3-2 to impose 
the ban. | 

The chief hired a private 
attorney to oppose the city 
when it sonent a court 
order forbidding him to 
use the machine — and he 
continued to have the PSE 
used, 

The then-council major- 
ity, Mayor Joyce Jackson 
and Councilmen Mike 
Gleason and Pat Griffin 
voted for the ban, alleging 
that the machine is unreli- 
able and a threat to civil 
liberties. 


Their partisans called it 


a ‘“‘tool of fear’’ in re- 
sponse to Simmons’ expla- 
nation that it was an “‘in- 
vestigative tool,’ not used 
as evidence and adminis- 
tered with ‘‘proper 
safeguards.” 

City Attorney Larry 
Saler, who represented the 
council against Simmons, 
indicated that the court’s 
ruling relies heavily upon 
the: constitutional 
safeguards practiced by 
the Albany police. 


Simmons said the court 
decision relies upon the 
city charter which he said 
forbids the council to inter- 
fere with his administra- 
tion of the sea depart- 
ment as an elected official. 

It is not known whether 
the city council, without 
the recalled Gleason and 
Griffin, will appeal the 
superior court’s final deci- 
sion to a higher court. 

However, Simmons’ at- 
torney, Christopher Bur- 
dick, is exper to submit 
a sizable bill to the city 
council for his services in 
opposing the council. 

ouncil members must 
decide if they are legally 
or morally required to pa 
on the basis that Simmons’ 
action was within his’ 
duties as police chief. 
When the controversy be- 
gan, Saler had told the 
council that he could not 
represent both sides al- 
though he would normally 
represent Simmons in a 
re ist action involving the 
city.

economy.in 1978 is for 
moderate growth and less 
inflation, Bank of America 
said in-a report released 
today. 

“Many key countries are 
moving to stimulate their 
economies with carefully 
lanned programs which 
Indicate a shift towards 
more expansionary 
olicies,” the bank states 
In its ‘Economic Outlook 
1978 — Global Report.” 

These programs, how- 
ever, are not likely to be 
inflationary because of the 
slack in the utilization of 
resources in most coun- 
tries. ‘“‘Consumer prices 
will rise. an average of 
about 10 percent, a slight 
improvement over the 12 
percent rate for 1977,” the 

ank says. 

Global production is ex- 

ted to rise 4.3 percent 
in 1978, the same rate as 
for 1977, the bank states. 
The 5 percent growth pre- 
dicted for 1977, the bank 
states.

rowth predicted for 1977 
dia not materialize, the 
bank adds, because in- 
vestment continued at low 
levels in nearly all indus- 
trialized_nations, and

forecast for specific areas 
included: 

—In the United States 
growth of real GNP wil 
continue through 1978 at a 
rate of 4.5 percent, attain- 
ing slightly higher levels 
early in the year and de- 
celerating gradually 
through the year. This 
compares with a rate of 4.9 
percent for 1977. Inflation 
will fall somewhat, with 
the Consumer Price Index 
expected to rise 5.9 per- 
cent, compared with a 6.5 

recent increase in 1977. 

he continued inflation will 
reflect continued demand 
and cost pressures 
primarily for food an 
energy. 


—In Western Europe, — 


growth will be modest as 
countries work to over- 
come serious structural 
problems caused by steep 
Increases in energy prices, 
and wages and by signific- 


ant shifts in currency val- 
ues. Most countries will 
experience somewhat fas- 
ter growth for the year be- 
cause of moderately 
stimulative. fiscal policies 
or the declining impact of 
austerity programs in- 


-itiated in 1977. 


—In Germany, the gov- 
ernment has started to 
stimulate the economy 
through a program of in- 
vestment incentives, tax 
relief and employment 
measures. However, the 
surplus of exports over 
imports, currently at $18 
billion, is expected to 
change only slightly for the 
year. 

—In Asia, real growth 
rates are expected to de- 


cline in response to the 
slowing of the 
Japanese and U.S. 


economies and the re- 
sumption of more normal 
agricultural production 
and prices. Inflation rates 
will continue to accelerate 
as a result of expansionary 
monetary and fiscal 
policies and further in- 
creases in foreign ex- 
change earnings. 

—In Japan, the growth 
rate, lower than expected 
in 1977, will continue to de- 
crease to about 5 percent 
in 1978, partly because of 
declining growth of ex- 
ports. This, coupled with 
weak domestic demand for 
imports due to the slowing 
economy, contributed to an 


increase in the trade 
surplus to over $17 billion 
in 1977. The combination of 
slower growth at home and 
lackluster performance in 
the export sector will add 
fo tensions within the 
Japanese economy. 

—In Latin America, real 
growth will average 5.5 
percent for 1977 and is ex- 
pected to grow at the same 
rate for 1978. Inflation 
rates will remain high and 
the region’s export per- 
formance is expected to 
improve because of 
above-normal prices for 
agricultural commodities, 
increase in output and 
greater diversification. 

Bank of America sees 
two particular problems 
ahead for many countries 
— unemployment and per- 
sistent trade deficits. 
“Where both problems are 
present,’’ the bank says, 
“countries may be temp- 
ted to resort ‘to sweeping 
rotectionist measures to 
elp solve both problems 
at once.”’ Import barriers, 
the bank cautions, provide 
“only local and temporary 
benefits and ultimately are 
destructive.” . 

“The health of the global 
economy,” the bank con- 
cludes, “‘depends on un- 
derstanding of this point 
by all nations and on their 
lsat pe to undertake 
the adjustments necessar 
to achieve long-run stabil- 
ity and improvement.”

not smoke. 

The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration developed 
new labeling and 
brochures following criti- 
cism that little information 
was being disclosed about 
the pills’ possible side ef- 
fects. 

A brochure and an easy- 
to-read leaflet are to be 
given to a customer when 
the pills are sold. 


The material advises 


that smoking ‘increases 
the risk of serious adverse 
effects on the heart and 
blood vessels from oral 
contraceptive use.” 

The risk increases with 
age and with heavy smok- 
ing. the brochure says. 

ome other points in the 
new labeling are: 

—Women who should not 
use the pill are those who 


have had blood clotting’ 
disorders, cancer of the 


breast or cancer of the sex 
here unexplained vagi- 
nal bleeding, a stroke or 
heart attack and those who 
suspect they may be pre- 
gnant. 

—Women with irregular 
menstrual periods should 
not use the pill. 

—Most side effects are 


not serious, and include 
nausea, vomiting, bleedin, 
between periods, weigh 


in effect 


gain and breast tender- 
ness. 

—Less common side ef- 
fects can be fatal. These 
include bloodj clots, brain 
hemorrhage, liver tumors, 
high blood| pressure, 
gallbladder disease and, if

The school district 
budget is a line item 
budget and any member 
who could have a potential 
conflict on any individual 
item could abstain from 
voting on that specific item 
and state publicly the na- 
ture of the possible con- 
flict. Likewise, any 
member who may have a 
potential conflict on any 
other matter, such as con- 
tracts, real estate, insur- 
ance, etc., would have to 


abstain.

Under the plan, 10 nestl- 
ings would be removed 
from eyries designed b 
the Department of Fis 
and Game, which has on 
file about 380 prairie falcon 
nesting sites in the central 
Coast Range, the Mojave 
Desert and in northeastern 
California. 

Nestlings would be taken 
only from eyries with three 
or more young birds and at 
least two nestlings would 
be left in each eyrie. De- 
partment personnel would 
conduct or closely super- 
vise the harvest. 

Only persons holding 
master falconry licenses 
would be eligible to apply 
for permits to receive the 
falcons, which would be 
awarded by lottery. The 
$100 permit fee would help 
offset administrative costs 
and costs associated with 
monitoring the prairie fal- 
con population. 

Currently, prairie fal- 
cons cannot dep ally be 
taken from the wild in 
California for use in fal- 
conry. However, falconers 
may possess birds ob- 
tained legally, elsewhere in 
the West and birds pro- 
duced by captive breeding 
projects. 

According to the DFG, 
which is recommending 
the action in response to a 
proposal by the California 
Hawking Club, the impact 
of the harvest on the 
prairie falcon population 
would be minor since the 
10 nestlings would amount 
to less than 2 percent of 
the annual nestling produc- 
tion in the state.

Harte and El-Gasseir 
said the degree to which 
future energy development 
depends on fresh water 
hinges on a number of pre- 
sently unknown factors, 
including: 

@ The extent to which 
water conservation prac- 
tices, including water pol- 
lution treatment, are car- 
ried out in coal-conversion 
plants and mining opera- 
tions. 

@ The economic feasibil- 
ity of dry cooling or cool- 
ing with agricultural waste 
water in the production of 
steam-generated electric- 
ity. 

@ The results of further 
research on groundwater 
and its management as a 
renewable resource rather 
than a commodity to be 
mined and lost. 

@ The results of further 
experience with land re- 
clamation, especially in 
areas hard to reclaim such 
as the northern Great 
Plains. 

@ The feasibility of pip- 
ing seawater inland for use 
in cooling power plants. 

Decisions on the 
amounts of fresh water to 
be used for energy produc- 
tion, says Harte and El- 
Gasseir, will have to be 
worked out in conjunction 
with water needs for ag- 
riculture, domestic use and 
industry. To make these 
decisions wisely, they say, 
will require greater under- 
standing of rivers, lakes 
and estuaries and greater 
knowledge of climatic var- 
iability, as well as greater 
sensitivity of the fresh 
water needs of aquatic 
ecosystems.

The program was 
established by law enacted 
late in the 1977 legislative 
session.
